ANGEL OF DEATH HOVERING OVER 
FOREMOST CATHOLIC OF AMERICA. 


HILADELPHIA, Jan. 29.—[{Exclu- 
Prive Dispatch.) The most Rev. 

Patrick John Ryan. archbishop of 
Philadelphia and one of the best known 
Roman Catholic priests in the United 
States, is dying at his home, Eighteen 
and Summer streets, this city. The 
aged prelate, who will pass the four 
score mark on February 2, next should 
he live, has been suffering from heart 
failure for months. Until today the 
seriousness of his condition has been 
closely guarded from the public and 
every rumor that the end was near 
has been met with a semi-official de- 
nial. 
The seriousness of the archbishop's 
condition became known today when 
prayers for his recovery were said, 
through an error, in the Jesuit Church 
here. Following this, Dr. Ernest 
Laplace, who has been attending the 
archbishop, verified the report of the 
prelate’s approaching ena. 
“Archbishop Ryan is not even jn 
bed,” said Dr. Laplace, “but we are 
keeping him alive through heart stim- 
ulants. He knows of his condition and 
knows the end is very near, but he is

God's will.

ALL YOU THIS BACKING YOUR 
FRIENDS? 

Ex-President Roosevelt, in à recent 
number of the Outlook, says concerning the 
recall: “It is sometimes very useful, but it 
contains undoubted possibilities of mischief, 
and of course it is least necessary in the 
case of short-term elective officers. There 
is, however, unquestidnably a very real ar- 
gument to be made for it as regards officers 
elected or appointed for life. In the United 
States government practically the only body 
to whom this applies is the judiciary.” 

Col. Roosevelt's recent election experi- 
ences seem to have confused his usually 
clear intellect. He considers the recall un- 
necessary lu the case of short-term officers 
but favors it in the case of officers “elected 
or appointed for life.” There is no officer 
anywhere in the United States elected for 
life, and as the only life officers are United 
States judges, who are appointed and not 
elected, it may be asked who is to recall 
them. 
Concerning the initiative and the refer- 


-endum, Roosevelt emulates the example of 


the justice of the peace who declared that 
the case before him was “a clear case on 


ways provided that it be so safeguarded as 
to prevent its being used either wantonly or 
in a spirit of levity.” a 

He would use the initiative only it the 
Legislature fails to act one way or the other 
on some bill as to which there is a genuine 
popular demand.” He says concerning both 
the initiative and the referendum: “If it 
is rendered too easy to invoke either, the 
result can be only mischievous.” He fur- 
ther says: “Ordinary citizens in private 
life—such as the present writer (modest, 
methinks) and most of his readers (that's 
a blow at the insurgent patrons of the Out- 
look) ther can nor ought to spend their 
time in following all the minutiae of leg- 
islation.

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THE MENACE TO 
WESTERN BUSINESS.

„ In the next Congress out of 390 members, 
if the lead ore schedule be voted on sep- 
arately, but 61 standpat Republicans and 
not over 15 other Congressmen in interested 
States will vote in favor of tariff. The 
tariff on lemons and oranges would not re- 
ceive 20 supporting votes, and even the 
wool schedule would barely receive 150 
votes. 

The manufacturers will join the Demo- 
crats and knife the miner, the wool grow- 
er and the farmer, and in retaliation it 
would be but natural for those interests to 
join the Democrats and destroy the manu- 
facturer. 

These reformers are semi-socialists who 
think men have become ready for the 
commune and have lost their selfish trait of 
character, but they will find that Congress- 
men are still human and that it is better 
to hoki a whip hand over them than to de- 
pend on fair treatment through pure love 
of the right. This piecemeal revision of 
tariff will destroy our system of protection 
to labor and create more disaster to the 
business interests of the country than 
Roosevelt's raid on the corporations in 1907. 
Our great prosperity has been the direct 
result of our protective tariff. Twenty 
per cent. of our present population has been 
drawn from other countries to better their 
condition. They come to us despondent, 
and our prosperity has given them happi- 
ness, hope, and in many cases riches. 

If laws are passed which make them com- 
pete with the laborers of Mexico, Spain, 
Japan, China, or, in fact, with any other 
country, and to “compete” they must ex- 
pect to receive no better wage than labor- 
ers in these other places, it would be an 
appalling economical tragedy and will sure- 
ly end in riot, bloodshed, misery and pos- 
sible anarchy. 


I had hoped that when Roosevelt stum- 
bled last fall and jammed the handle of 
the big stick into his mouth, that this re- 
form clatter would quiet down, but his pin- 
head followers can’t keep quiet, and the 
legal department of the government, which 
is much more able than a Democratic one 
would be, is so restless and aggressive and 
persistent in enforcing Roosevelts reform 
laws that there is sure to come another 
panic and a long spell of “hard times” for 
the laborers of the country. 3 

The Republican party for 50 years has 
been the party looked to by the commer- 
cial interests for protection, but in the last 
election it was classed as the most danger- 
ous, and naturally it lost. I called attention 
to the fact that it was coming months ago, 
and I now predict an overwhelming defeat 
in 1912, with a panic much worse than the 
disastrous one of 1907. Im 1907 Roosevelt 
succeeded in frightening investors out of 
their wits by threats and attempts at “regu- 
lation,” which really meant complete gov- 
ernment control of privately owned proper- 
ty; but now through the enforcement of 
laws then incepted, and more drastic and 
dangerous ones suggested, it is proposed to 
fasten a strangle hold on capital that would 
delight a socialist, but which is void of a 
single grain of business sense. 

The proposition now is to have the gov- 
ernment ascertain the value of railroads, 
and allow rates which would pay a certain 
per cent. dividend on such valuation. 


If this is successful the great manufac- 
turing plants will be next, and to be fair 
the government then should step in and 
say that no bank, business or farmer should 
be allowed to make more than a 5 per cent. 
profit on his investment and then our capi- 
tal would go to other countries, where more 
sane and reasonable laws would govern. 

The whole howl about corporations has 
been claptrap to catch the votes of men 
tinged with socialism, and when the Re- 
publican party joined in this ridiculous 
clatter it sounded the death knell of the 
greatest party of the day. Roosevelt, La 
Follette and Cummins, in the nation, and 
Stevens, Burger and Stephen, in Colorado, 
can take what honor they can claim from 
plunging the party that made them prom- 
inent into defeat last fall. 

However, these malcontents, by joining 
with the Democrats and socialists, have 
succeeded in frightening the. railroad in- 
terests so that tne presidents of the great 
railroad systems are completely cowed, and 
appear to be willing to allow their stock- 
holders to be robbed rather than demand

(as if such a thing could be,) and a general 
spying system on everybody's business by 
the government unsettling things generally, 
the piecemeal revision of the tariff would 
be the final chock to western development, 
and cause more hardship and disaster than 
has ever occurred up to the present time 
through unwise and foolish legislation. 
Complete government control of business 
affairs, tearing out the protective props to 
our manufactures, manufacturing new 
crimes to hound the men who have opened 
up our country and created our great in- 
dustries, and terrorizing commercial inter- 
ests is but play alongside of the result. 
The results mean closing of factories, 
shutting down mines, bankruptcy of trans- 
portation lines, discharge of employees, and 
panic.

The Slaughter of the Innocents. 

Why should any man want to 
meadow lark? Why should aby man pursue 
this much-loved bird wih such rancorous 
vindictiveness that for successive sessions 
of. the Legislature he goes before the people 
of this State and asks permission to go out 
and slaughter the bird that brings a little 
throb of joy into the world every time Be 
rejoices with the sunshine, or sings about 
it in the midst of the storm? One is tempt- 
ed to entice that man into a clinic of the 
vivigection society, just to have him taken 
apart “to see what makes him act that 

way.” 

The meadow lark is everybody's bird, but 
he is essentially a boy's bird: Every man 
who was an out-of-door, woodsy boy, re 
members him a little better, I fancy, than 
any other of his woodland companions. He 

seemed to have no fear of boys, even of 
the stone-throwing kind—Puer diabolicus— 
the kind of boy who, for the life of bim, 
can’t help throwing a stone at every ant 
mate object which comes within the range 
of his vision and his projectiles. You know 
the boy. He will throw a stone at his own 
dog, after a long period of abstinence from 
stone-throwing. And that, among boys, is 
rated as something worse than fratricide, 
and but little less iniquitous than “telling.”

Indeed, it is quite possible, if not prob- 
able, that the stone-throwing boy might be 
wholly reclaimed from his viciousness if he 
were provided with proper outlet for his 
restless activities and correct employment 
for his impulses. For instance, if the Leg- 
islature should enact a law making all the 
year an open season for the men who wish 
to shoot meadow larks, for it is the duty of 
the State to help train its young citizens. 
Then when the boy who al carries a 
nice, long-range pebble in his , with a 
reserve of assorted throwing stones in his 

ket, should meet a man who confessed 
imself a meadow lark hater, the boy could 
at once relieve his mind, indulge in his 
favorite sport, and render mankind and the 
meadow lark a service by bombarding that 
man off the street or out of the woods. To 
encourage nue boys of this class, i would be 
in favor of the counties offering a fairly re- 
munerative bounty for “bumps.” 

For instance, tue voy wou. ring to the 
county clera satisfactory evidence that he 
had raised such a number of lumps on 
the head or heads of certain men who were 
known to entertain hostile emotions toward 
the meadow lark. The fumps should be ko- 
daked the day following the primary incuba 
tion, when the swelling would be at its 
greatest, and the boy would receive just 
compensation. A lump over the ear, about 
the size of a pigeon’s egg, should be worth 
a bounty of say five cents, as pennies are 


in contempt in California. And a lump as/ 


big as a hen’s egg, on the back of the head, 
should entitle the young artillerist to 10 
cents per. A large lump on a bald 
being more conspicuous than one on & 
head covered with hair, would be a far 
more emphatic object lesson, as it would 
brand the man among his fellow men as 
one who would shoot a meadow lark. This, 
therefore, should be rewarded by a bounty 
of 15 cents, or two lumps for a quarter. 
In the case of a very small boy, who might 
not be strong enough to raise even a small 
lump, but who could prove that he hit his 
man, the beautiful and patriotic motive 
should be rewarded by “honorable mention.” 
So the bounties might be adjusted satisfac. 
torily between the minimum of “honorable 
mention and the 15-cent bald- header. It 
would be the duty of the County Supervisors 
to classify the lumps: “the bald-header 
maximus,” “the frontal skidder,” “the side 
winder,” “the ear-tickler,” “the sockdola- 
ger,” “the nasal swipe,” “the jaw-bone half 
Samson” and “the eye-shutter.” 

By some such wise legislation the in. 
stinct of cruelty, already latent in the 
stone-throwing boy, might be corrected; if 
not in time entirely eradicated, or even 
changed into a spirit of kindness and gen- 
tleness, that even a stray gray cat, poised 
on the alley fence in tempting silhovette, 
would greet the boy with an affectionate 
“pst! spt! Ow, Maria!” 

Thus do we often see, and test by other 
senses than sight, that the hardest and 
gnariiest and sourest apples bring as hign 
prices at the cider mill, and yield the kind 
with the forbidden tang in it that makes it 
as good as champagne at less than half the 
price. Oh, friends, let us never lose op- 
portunity of doing our enemy 
doing it to him before the similar thought 
occurs to him of administering the same 
punch to us as a lead, before we can adjust 
the counter. 

It seems to me the meadow lark is the 
only songster of the wild wood whose solo 
is always optimistic—full of cheer to the 
last beautiful note. Most birds have a touch 
of incompleteness in their singing. The 
robin seems to stop just after he had run 
over his little repertoire with a view to 
selecting something with which he was suffi- 
ciently familiar to sing without the notes. 
And there is somewhere in all their songs 
a minor note—something tenderly. plaintive. 

Not so the meadow lark. His is a song 
of joy. His notes on a rainy day, raw 
with the breath of November, are drops of 
“liquid sunshine,” and he a prophet of June 
mornings that are just as sure to come next 
summer as they did come last summer. Not 
a song of delirious happiness, but sane as 
it is beautiful—the rapture of faith. If color 
were sound, his song would be an echo of 
the blue summer sky that bends above in 
the glorious days of the year. He is a bright 
memory of happy, sunny days, a singing 
prophet of happier days to come. The coun- 
tryside would be dull and silent without his 
music. The orchard would be a patch of 
the wilderness with him away. The road- 
side would miss its bugler, calling to every 
one who passed by to listen and see how 


glorious it was just to be alive on any 
kind of a day. |

The Son, a Worthy Son of a Noble 

Sire, Passes Away at Monrovia at a 

Ripe Old Age—He Was a Pioneer 

in Illimois When That State Was 

a Wliderness. 

— — 

MONROVIA, Jan. 29. —- Edward Henry 
Collins. probably the last man in the 
world whose father served in the Revo- 
lutionary War, and in Washington's 
command, died at his home on Califor- 
nia avenue at 6 o'clock this morning. 

Mr. Collins was past 86 years old and 
until recently was as hale and vigorous 
as the average man à quarter of a cen- 
tury younger. He was born in Hya- 
cinth, Can., in 1825, his father, 
Henry Collins, being then 63 years of 
age, stalwart and active. The family 
is remarkable for longevity. Henry 
Collins lived to four score and ten and 
throughout lower Canada, Was known 
as “Henry the Peacemaker,” a title 
curiously suggestive of the primitive 
age when men's names described their 
characters @r trades. The splendid 
strength and vitality engendered by 
and necessary to a pioneer’s mode of 
life, were inherited by his sons. Henry, 
the elder brother died in San Gabriel, 
Cal., in 1908, aged 85 years, 

Mr. Collins was twice married and 
is survived by his widow who was 
Rachel Duaham, and ten of the eleven 
children born to him. Of his sons, 
Walter and Howard live in this city 
and the other children are located in 
Orange county, California and points in 
Missouri and Nebras 

To the last Mr. Collins retained com- 
plete mental clarity and poise. 
not inclined to magnify the atrributes 
of ‘the good old days,” that octogenari- 
ans usually delight to mourn, he was 
fond of reminiscences. Not long ago 
in reviewing his eventful life, he said, 
“When we lived at Hyacinth, my father 
used to go to St. Albans, Vt., for his 
pension. I remember very well going 
with him while a boy and a delightful 
memory it is of pleasant scenes and 
slow travel. Years afterward, when 
he was a very old man, my father 
visited my brother and me at Wauke- 
gon, Ill, where we had settled on 
government land. There were other 
revolutionary veterans in the neigh- 
borhood and there was quite a reunion. 
My father enlisted in Massachusetts 
and some of the other old soldiers were 
from the same State. Of course he 
was a mere stripling when he joined 
the Continental Army, but he served 
— the end of the war. I remember

Washington many times. He was not 
a man you could help seeing if you 
were near him.
